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REMARKS 

Claims 1-38 remain in the present application. 

Election/Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner has imposed a Restriction Requirement, and requested that 
Applicants elect one of two identified groups of claims for prosecution in connection with 
the present application. The two groups of claims are as follows: 

Group I Claims 1-11, 15-17, 29, and 31 , allegedly drawn to a method for a 
cmp polishing composition, classified in class 252, subclass 
79.1 (+); or 

Group II Claims 12-14, 18-28, and 32-38, allegedly drawn to a method for 
cmp polishing a semiconductor substrate, classified in class 438, 
subclass 692 (+). 

Applicants' Election 

Applicants respectfully elect Group I, including claims 1-11, 15-17, 29, and 31 
without traverse. Applicants reserve the right to file a divisional application for the non- 
elected claims at a later stage, depending on the results of examination of the elected 
claims.
